Drivers face 
delay due to 
pipe repairs 

WELSHPOOL motorists can expect over a 
month of delays after Severn Trent Water 
brought forward a £250,000 scheme to fix 
a series of burst pipes. 

Following a flurry of burst water pipes 
and interruptions to customers including a 
hospital and school’s water supply, Severn 
Trent has now started work to renew 300 
metres of water pipes in Gungrog Road. 

Severn Trent Water’s programme man¬ 
ager Dave Kiernan said: “The water pipes 
in Gungrog Road have served the local 
community for a very long time. Their age, 
and the increased demand for water has led 
to the recent bursts, causing interruptions 
to our customers’ water supply. 

“We’d planned to replace nearly two kilo¬ 
metres of pipe in the area early next year, 
but due to the issues we’ve been having, 
with burst pipes affecting both the hospital 
and Gungrog Infants School, we’ve acceler¬ 
ated our plans.” 

Work has started outside the hospital 
with a temporary one way system in place 
to make access easier for patients. To min¬ 
imise disruption, the work has been 
planned so that the majority of the work 
outside the school will be completed during 
the half-term week. The work will then 
move on to the junction of Westwood Road 
and Cobden Street to Gungrog Hill in front 
of Gungrog Nursery & Infant School for a 
further two weeks. 


Dr Dyke, 54, admitted careless driving at 
Flintshire Magistrates Court on October 1 
after knocking the cyclist off his bike at the 
junction of the B5070 and Station Avenue 
in Chirk on June 13. She was fined £400 
with £125 costs and received three points on 
her licence. 

But she said the accident has now made 
her more aware of the difficulties cyclists 
face when out on the road. 

“No good driver wants to hurt someone, 
but this accident has made me aware of how 
vulnerable cyclists and pedestrians are and 
how it’s possible for a cyclist to not be aware 
that they may not be visible to drivers.” 

Keen cyclist Colin Gregg, who has been 
supporting plans for cycle routes around 
Oswestry for several years, backed the cam¬ 
paign and said he hoped it would highlight 
the dangers cyclists can face. 

Businesses 

He said: “It’s important that cyclists 
make themselves seen with lights on their 
bike, especially at this time of year when it’s 
getting darker earlier. 

“I think fluorescent armbands should be 
widely available and I think this is a very 
generous offer by Wendy.” 

Dr Dyke said she hoped businesses would 
join the campaign to improve road safety. 

“It would be good to get match funding 
from a business to buy more armbands,” she 
said. “They only cost £1.50 each, but they 
could save someone from being injured or 
even killed.” 

She also praised the Oswestry Chronicle 
for its attitude towards safety for its deliv¬ 
erers. 

“Wearing a fluorescent armband is the 
bare minimum. Newspaper deliverers at the 
Chronicle are given fluorescent bags, and 
when my daughter did a paper round she 
had a fluorescent jacket,” she said. 

“It’s wonderful that the newspaper 
makes sure its paper boys and girls are kept 
safe when they’re out.”

Golf dub 
may bring 
in a night 
watchman 

A NIGHT watchman could 
be brought in at Oswestry 
Golf Club due to security 
fears caused by a spate of 
burglaries in rural areas. 

The club has asked for 
planning permission to 
allow someone to live on-site 
and act as a night watchman 
after a recent break-in. 

Malcolm Smith, club 
chairman, has put in an 
application to remove 
restrictions on who could 
live in the house behind the 
club’s main building. 

Mr Smith said: “In 1985 
we had the house built to 
accommodate a steward and 
stewardess. We want to get 
the planning restriction 
lifted so we can have some¬ 
one living there to help out 
with the bar and so on, and 
also be a night watchman.” 

Staff are worried after the 
club suffered a break in on 
September 8. John Evans, 
club secretary, said: “There’s 
been a spate of burglaries in 
rural areas recently and it’s 
normal to have someone liv¬ 
ing on site.” 

The planning restriction, 
dating back to June 1985, 
says occupancy is restricted 
to “the steward/stewardess 
of Oswestry Golf Club and 
his/her family.” 

Mr Smith said: “We no 
longer employ a steward or 
stewardess and neither the 
chef or the bar manageress 
require accommodation.” 

Shropshire Council will 
make a decision on the appli¬ 
cation later this year. 

Village food 
bank opens 

A NEW food bank near 
Oswestry has been opened 
in response to demand. 

Based in St John’s 
Church in Weston Rhyn, the 
food bank is run by church 
warden Glenn Pennington, 
and is open every Tuesday. 

Since the start of 2013 the 
Oswestry and Borders Food- 
bank has given out 78 food 
parcels to people in Gob- 
owen, Selattyn and Weston 
Rhyn and 21 in St Martins. 

Project manager Phil 
Simpson said the scheme 
should help people get food 
when they need it.

Chirk Bank Methodist 
Chapel had applied for 
almost £500 towards its 
schoolroom garden project. 

The project group has 
recently improved the gar¬ 
den and now wants to buy 
garden seating, a gazebo, 
barbecue and tools. 

However, the LJC is being

Detective is suspended over 
claims of sex while on duty

A SENIOR police detective has been suspended from duty over 
claims she was caught having sex with a married constable while on 
duty. 

Detective Inspector Diane Davies, 44, who was named as inspector at Welshpool in early 
2009 and lives in the town, is alleged to have been found having sex with Constable Tommy 
Swales. According to reports, colleagues heard noises and were worried there might have 

been a break-in at the sta¬ 
tion she was in at the time. 

Dyfed-Powys Police today 
refused to confirm or deny 
the claims, but confirmed 
two officers from Powys 
have been suspended from 
duty while an investigation 
is carried out. 

It has not been confirmed 
at what station the incident 
is said to have happened, but 
it is believed to be Brecon 
and that DI Davies was the 
most senior officer on duty 
within the force at the time. 

It is alleged that DI Davies 
and Constable Swales were 
found having sex while 
working together on a night 
shift. The Inspector is 
unmarried but has been in a 
long term relationship which 
recently ended. She has a 
young son. 

Colleagues reported the 
pair to their superiors amid 
concerns that their behav¬ 
iour amounted to a derelic¬ 
tion of duty. 

A friend of DI Davies, who 
did not wish to be named, 
said: “I understand that she 
was suspended from duty in 
the last two or three weeks 
and I know a long-term rela¬ 
tionship she was in has 
recently ended.” 

Antony Topaz io, force 
spokesman said: “Dyfed- 
Powys Police can confirm 
that two officers from Powys 
have been suspended from 
duty as part of an internal 
investigation. 

“However, in light of the 
on-going inquiry it would not 
be appropriate to comment 
further at this time. ” 

Neither DI Davies or Con¬ 
stable Swales were available 
for comment today.

Talks will be held today 
between interested parties 
and campaign groups as part 
of Oswestry Town Council’s 
own consultation on the con¬ 
troversial proposals. 

Councillors have also 
arranged a visit to the fort 
and have invited representa¬ 
tives from various groups 
such as Shropshire Council, 

Oswestry Civic Society and 
English Heritage to take 
part. 

Members of the Hands 
Off Old Oswestry Hillfort 
campaign who set up the 
online petition will also 
attend the talks. 

The council agreed to 
arrange the talks and the 
visit after recognising the 
level of public interest in the 
controversy. 

At a meeting last month 
town mayor Chris Schofield 
outlined the town council’s 
opposition to any proposal 
which will detract from the 


setting of the landmark. 
Councillor Schofield said the 
council’s stance had not 
altered since that meeting 
and today’s meeting will 
explore the issue in more 
depth. 

He said: “That is our posi¬ 
tion and it has not changed. 

“There is concern about 
this and it will be explored 
in today’s meeting. 

“We will have various bod¬ 
ies represented and council 
officers.” 

Councillors in Gobowen 
will also be taken part in the 
talks. 

Although the proposed 
homes would be in the 
parish of Oswestry Town 
Council, the hillfort itself 
falls within the parish of 
Selattyn and Gobowen 
Parish Council. 

Gobowen councillors said 
at their monthly meeting 
last week they would take 
up the invitation to take 
part in the talks in 
Oswestry.

Witnesses 
appeal in 
hunt for 
attacker 


INVESTIGATIONS are con¬ 
tinuing into an attempted 
armed robbery in Oswestry. 

And police officers say 
they are still keen to speak 
to any witnesses they have 
not yet heard from. 

A woman suffered hand 
injuries in the attack by a 
man armed with a knife last 
Thursday. It happened at 
the Coney Green footpath 
off Black Gate Street, near

Recycling rates success for 
some areas but others dip 


RECYCLING rates in Powys have increased more than in any other 
area of Wales - but rates in Shropshire and Telford have dipped. 

Powys County Council has increased its recycling rate by 10 per cent in the 12 months 
between March 2012 and March 2013, with each home also reducing its waste by 17 per 
cent, the Welsh Assembly said. 

But figures show that in Shropshire 53 per cent of waste was recycled in 2011/12 com¬ 
pared to 50.4 per cent in 2012/13 with 43.2 per cent recycled in Telford & Wrekin in 
2011/12 compared to 44 per cent the year before.

Man hits out 
at cyclists on 
the footpaths 

A MAN has hit out at cyclists who ride on 
the pavement after his dog was hit by a 
bike. 

Bob Evans, from Oswestry, says the prob¬ 
lem of cyclists riding on footpaths has been 
growing and is now the worst he has ever 
known it. 

“I’ve been hit or very nearly hit by a push 
bike riding on the pavements a few times in 
the last couple of weeks,” he said. 

“I’ve had to walk in the street to get past 
cylists on the pavement, and one bike ran 
into my dog. He was shocked but okay, but 
it’s only a matter of time before a child gets 
injured.” 

The Highway Code states that cyclists 
must not ride on pavements. 

Police confirmed that it is an offence to 
cycle intentionally on a footpath. 


The Welsh Assembly said Powys recycled 
52 per cent of waste collected in March 2013 
compared to 42 per cent the year before, 
with each home now producing 126kg of 
waste a year on average. 

Councillor Barry Thomas, Powys County 
Council cabinet member for waste and recy¬ 
cling, said: “Powys’ recycling rate is rising 
quickly and has constantly improved over 
the last two years and we would like to 
thank householders for their efforts to date. 

“The results are especially pleasing as 
they also showed that each Powys resident 
reduced their rubbish to landfill by 17 per 
cent - the third largest decrease in Wales.” 

Kerbside 

Shropshire Council said in 10 years the 
recycling rate in the county had risen from 
just 14 per cent up to more than 50 per cent 
now. 

Since 2003, five new household recycling 
centres have opened in Shropshire - in 
Shrewsbury, Oswestry, Bridgnorth, 
Whitchurch and Craven Arms; kerbside col¬ 
lections of paper, glass, cans and plastic have 
been introduced across Shropshire and 
there are now more than 100 recycling 
banks across the county. 

Every year in the Shropshire Council area 
there are more than 10 million individual 
waste and recycling collections, and more 
than 750,000 visits to Shropshire’s five recy¬ 
cling centres - at each of which more than 
30 different materials can now be recycled.

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Top marks 
for school 
in report 
by Ofsted 

A PRIMARY school near 
Oswestry has been given a 
“good” rating by a govern¬ 
ment education inspector. 

Kinnerley CE Primary 
School was praised for its 
friendly and respectful 
atmosphere and the high 
achievement of pupils in 
Year 6. 

Teachers were praised for 
their teaching methods, 
although the inspector noted 
they needed to check pupils’ 
progress more regularly and 
allow more time for pupils to 
respond to comments. 

Ofsted inspector David 
Driscoll spent two days at 
the school, which has 87 
pupils, on September 19 and 
20. He said pupils made 
good progress in Years 3 to 6, 
leaving the school with 
“standards that are well 
above average”, with maths 
and writing being their 
favourite subjects. 

“In all years, pupils are 
prepared to ‘have a go’ at 
difficult tasks. They only ask 
for help from a teacher when 
they are completely stuck, 
having already discussed the 
problem with a friend,” he 
said in his report. 

“Around school pupils are 
friendly and respectful to 
staff, visitors and other 
pupils. They talk of the 
school as being ‘a big family 
where we all look out for one 
another’.” 

But he said there was still 
room for improvement in 
some areas. 


Police find no evidence of 
playing fields drug dealing 


POLICE have told parish councillors they have found no evidence of 
drug dealing on village playing fields - despite claims it occurs reg¬ 
ularly. 

But members of Selattyn and Gobowen Parish Council were told two people had been 
cautioned for cannabis possession after councillors voiced their concerns about drug use. 

Concerns were first raised by councillors to police about drug use on Gobowen’s playing 
fields off St Martin Road in July and were repeated at a meeting last month when members 
of the public and the councillors themselves said they had witnessed drug dealing.

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Cyclists could do more to save themselves from injury 


AN Oswestry doctor this week launched a 
road safety campaign to help protect cyclists 
and pedestrians but I can’t help thinking 
many of them should start helping them¬ 
selves. 

Dr Wendy Dyke dipped into her own 
ocket and bought 100 fluorescent arm- 
ands to give away to Chronicle readers to 
help cyclists and pedestrians be seen more 
easily by drivers. 

It follows a frightening experience when 
her car collided with a cyclist and the GP 
said she wanted to make something good 
come from her accident, especially with the 
nights getting longer. 

It’s a wonderful gesture by the doctor but 
it is about time some cyclists started to help 
themselves. 

Only last week I witnessed a rider on the 
Welshpool-Shrewsbury road in the early 
evening darkness, without any form of light¬ 
ing whatsoever to front or rear. 

This was no inexperienced youngster but 



an adult kitted out in plenty of expensive 
riding kit and on a bike worth several hun¬ 
dred pounds. 

It was a case of sheer madness and there 
is no excuse for such behaviour. 

The facts speak for themselves. 

The number of cyclists seriously injured 
has increased in recent years. In 2012, 93% 
of cyclist killed or seriously injured were in 
accidents involving another vehicle, usually 
a car. 

The number of cyclists reported to the 
police as seriously injured in a road accident 


increased by four per cent to 3,222. Pedal 
cyclist traffic levels are estimated to have 
risen by 1.2 per cent over the same period. 

Government advice is simple for cyclists. 
“Always use lights after dark or when visi¬ 
bility is poor and wear light coloured or 
reflective clothing during the day and reflec¬ 
tive clothing and accessories in the dark to 
increases your visibility.

Amount 
of litter 
in town a 
disgrace 

I AM a 14-year-old schoolgirl 
writing to inform you on my 
concerns about the amount 
of litter across Shropshire. 

On a recent weekend in 
the centre of Shrewsbury 
there were lots of empty 
plastic and glass bottles - 
which can be very danger¬ 
ous. Along with the bottles, 
there were many plastic 
bags and cardboard boxes. 

After research, I found 
out that it takes roughly 20 
years for a plastic bag to 
decompose, and a glass bot¬ 
tle will take 1-2 million 
years. So we’ve got to do 
something. 

To stop this happening 
again, I think Shropshire 
Council should introduce 
posters and banners telling 
people not to throw away 
their litter. Another thought 
would be to introduce a style 
from abroad. In Germany 
container deposits, known 
as Einwegpfand, were intro¬ 
duced in 2002. As of 2010, 
the standard deposit for all 
single-use containers (cans, 
single-use glass and plastic 
bottles) is €0.25. 

The deposit for refillable 
bottles is not defined by law. 
The usual rates are €0.02 for 
wine bottles, €0.08 for beer 
bottles, and €0.15 for beer 
bottles with swing tops and 
other bottles. This saves 
Germany lots of money and 
also saves the environment. 

If we were to introduce 
this in Shropshire, we could 
put an end to the developing 
landfill site of our county, 
and will restore Shropshire 
back into the beautiful 
peaceful place it once was.

WHO IS LEGALLY ENTITLED TO THE DOG NOW MY GIRLFRIEND AND I HAVE SPLIT UP? 

Q: I recently split up with my girlfriend. She moved out of the home we shared and took our expensive pedigree dog with her when she 
left. At first she agreed that I could look after the dog every other week and this arrangement worked until she got a new job. Since she 
started the new job, however, the poor thing has been stuck in the house on its own all day during her -weeks”. 

I can’t bear to think of the dog being shut up in her house all day, especially as I have a neighbour who is happy to take him out when he’s 
here and I am at work. I feel it would be far better for the dog if it lived with me permanently but my ex won’t agree to it. I paid for the dog 
and all its veterinary treatment so surely I have a right to claim ownership? 

A: There is no definitive way of proving this from one document or registration so you need to assemble some evidence. You may have 
Kennel Club information, which supports your ownership. You may also have receipts from the breeder and the vets, which supports your 
ownership and investment in the dog. 

In the absence of an amicable agreement between yourself and your ex-partner you will need to apply to the Court to have these issues 
dealt with. You will need to ask the Court to make a Declaration of Ownership, an Order for the return of the dog and, if necessary, an Order 
for damages for the wrongful retention of your dog. 

These situations are very difficult and personal, particularly when both parties have the best interest of the dog at heart. It is always better 
to come to some sort of amicable arrangement and try and move on.

THE funeral of Tegwyn Evans, the 
former Welshpool mayor and 
president of the Welsh Football 
Association, will take place on 
Monday at 1.30pm. 

The funeral service for Mr Evans, MBE, 
who died last week aged 85 after a short ill¬ 
ness, will take place at St Mary’s Church. 

Mr Evans was a former Welshpool town 
councillor, president of Welshpool Town 
Football Club, president of the Mont¬ 
gomeryshire Football League, former chair¬ 
man of the Central Wales FA and chairman 
of the town’s carnival committee. 

He was also involved in many local chari¬ 
table organisations and has been described 
by friends and relatives as “Mr Welshpool”.

Laptop aid 
to keeping 
police on 
the street 

NEW computers will get 
police officers out and about, 
the top police officer for the 
Oswestry area has said. 

As part of a reorganisa¬ 
tion in West Mercia, each 
officer has been equipped 
with a £2,000 laptop. 

Inspector Rik Clair took 
one along to the LJC meet¬ 
ing. 

“With the advent of com¬ 
puters police offices have 
become tied to their desks,” 
he said. 

“Issuing them with a 
secure laptop means that 
our officers do not have to 
spend time at the police sta¬ 
tion. If they need to check on 
emails or write up reports 
they can park up in an area 
where they will still be a vis¬ 
ible presence and use the 
laptop.” 

Inspector Clair was asked 
by Councillor Joyce Barrow 
if he thought West Mercia 
police would ever merge 
with another force. 

He said: “We have an 
alliance with Warwickshire 
which is quite a small force. 
We have aligned rather than 
merged but we remain a sep¬ 
arate force. 

“I don’t think that we will 
but I can not say what ulti¬ 
mately the organisations 
will do. 

“I do know that every 
decision is looked at in terms 
of: how is it affecting the 
force; how is it affecting the 
community and how is it 
affecting our staff.” 


Sin bin headteacher found 
guilty of serious misconduct

THE former head of Ysgol Maesydre in Welshpool has been found 
guilty of serious professional misconduct and incompetance. 

Suzanne Foster, from Clun in Shropshire, has been banned from taking a position of 
head, deputy head or a senior teacher at a school in the future. 

But the General Teaching Council for Wales decided against striking Mrs Foster, a 
teacher with 34 years experience, off the register altogether. 

The decision followed a five-day professional conduct and competency hearing of the 
General Teaching Council for Wales which heard of no professional development for teach¬ 


ers, staff and volunteers 
with no Criminal Records 
Bureau (CRB) checks and a 
“sin bin” in the playground 
for misbehaving children. 

After a full day of deliber¬ 
ation by the council the 
three-strong panel found 
several allegations made 
against Mrs Foster proven. 

They included failing to 
follow CRB assessment for 
some staff and volunteers; 
failing to comply with child 
protection requirements; 
failing to supply the govern¬ 
ing body with sufficient 
information about stan¬ 
dards and performance; fail¬ 
ing to advise the governing 
body about standards at the 
school, failing to implement 
strategies to deal with poor 
behaviour and failing to pro¬ 
vide effective leadership and 
management to halt the 
declining standards at the 
school. 

Chairman of the panel 
Peter Williams said allega¬ 
tions proven included failing 
to ensure staff had profes-

sional development training. 

He said: “We are satisfied 
that her conduct fell short of 
the standard expected of a 
registered teacher and that 
she is guilty of unacceptable 
professional misconduct and 
of serious professional 
incompetence.” 

Giving evidence to the 
council last week, Powys 
County Council School effec¬ 
tiveness officer Wayne 
Williams spoke of a cata¬ 
logue of problems including 
what he called a “draconian” 
practice of a pupils’ sin bin. 


He said he threatened to 
report Mrs Foster to the 
Child Commissioner for 
Wales after he found a boy 
sitting in the sin bin - a 
table in the playground - on 
a freezing lunchtime, in only 
his jumper. “It verged on 
child abuse,” he said. 

He said that the school 
was put into special meas¬ 
ures in May 2011. Mrs Fos¬ 
ter resigned in December 
2011 and the school was 
lifted out of special meas¬ 
ures in January 2013. 

Jamie McCracken, for 
Mrs Foster, said: “There was 
a problem between a gover¬ 
nor and the headteacher and 
between the deputy head¬ 
teacher and the headteacher, 
the latter relationship hav¬ 
ing become dysfunctional. 

“She had an excellent 
relationship with pupils and 
parents and had developed 
links between the school and 
the community. ” 

He urged the panel not to 
strike off Mrs Foster. 



Fire chief 
warns of 
blaze risk 
in country 

PEOPLE who live in remote 
areas or in homes with 
access issues should think of 
how they would fare if they 
had a fire, a fire prevention 
officer has said. 

Ceri Flavell, a senior fire 
prevention officer, told a 
meeting of St Oswald and 
Llanymynech Local Joint 
Committee in Morda this 
week that Oswestry had 
many rural areas where 
water supply or access was 
difficult. 

He told Tuesday’s meet¬ 
ing of a major blaze at a 
house at Sychtyn in the hills 
above Oswestry two years 
ago. 

Access to water had been 
extremely difficult, he said, 
and had led to the service 
buying a new ‘super’ fire 
appliance for Oswestry Fire 
Station which could hold a 
far larger volume of water. 

“In Wales new build hous¬ 
ing will now have to install 
sprinklers,” he said. 

“I would urge those who 
have issues with access or 
water supply to consider 
installing sprinklers. 

“They are less expensive 
than you might think and 
they may attract a better 
insurance deal.” 

“If people have difficult 
access we need to know as 
we may not be able to get 
our normal appliances to 
them. We are happy to go 
along and talk to household¬ 
ers.”

He said: “We seem to be going over the 
same ground time after time. 

“This would add almost 20 per cent to the 
size of the village on one hit.” 

Planning agent David Parker also spoke 
at last night’s meeting in support of the 
application by the applicant, the Roberts 
2008 Settlement. 

He said the bid would bring three afford¬ 
able homes to the village and said the plan 
had various benefits for Selattyn.

National Grid has published its preferred route for the high voltage power 
line, saying that the 11 miles through the Meifod Valley will be underground, 
while the line through Shropshire will be carried on new, smaller T-pylons.

Dial-a-Ride will 
not take on Link 

A COMMUNITY transport group will not 
be able to take over from the Shropshire 
Link bus service which closed last week. 

However, Oswestry Dial-a-Ride, which 
provides a door-to-door service for people 
who have no access to public transport or 
car, is looking at how it can help plug the 
gap. It may be able to step in on Wednes¬ 
days in areas such as Trefonen, Treflach 
and Ellesmere, one of the organisers told 
the meeting of St Oswald and Llanymynech 
local joint committee at Morda Village Hall. 

The Shropshire Council-run Shropshire 
Link was closed as part of budget cuts being 
brought in by the local authority. People in 
south Shropshire and rural areas around 
Oswestry are among those most affected. 

Laurel Roberts from Qube, the charity 
that runs Dial-a-Ride, said there had been 
talk about community transport taking over 
Shropshire Link but “that will not happen”. 
She added: “However, we are hoping to put 
in an extra service on a Wednesday.” 


The line will run through the valley, skirt 
Llansantffraid, pass south of Llanymynech 
and Oswestry close to Maesbury before 
crossing the A5 and going across the coun¬ 
tryside to Lower Frankton to link into the 
National Grid line running from Wrexham 
to Ironbridge. 

Bosses at the National Grid has said that 
the exact positions of the pylons or line has 
not yet been finalised and that consultation 
meetings are being held in the area in the 
coming weeks. 

Commitment 

At a meeting of the St Oswald and 
Llanymynech local joint committee, Coun¬ 
cillor Arthur Walpole said he believed the 
commitment to put the line underground 
through the Meifod Valley was partly due to 
vociferous local objections and partly fired 
by anti-wind farms protests in Wales. 

“We now have meetings in the areas that 
will be affected and I would urge people in 
those areas to go along to the meetings and 
make their voices heard, to be as vociferous 
as those in Wales.” 

He said Shropshire Council had told 
National Grid that it would only be in 
favour of the power line if it was put under 
ground throughout Shropshire. 

But local resident John Eglin said not 
everyone was against the power line. He 
told the meeting: “Everyone needs electric¬ 
ity and I welcome news that there will be 
more, green energy.”

A NEW play area for tod¬ 
dlers has moved a step closer 
to reality after a site was 
secured in Weston Rhyn. 

Equipment will be set up 
at Maes Alwyn in the village, 
after residents gave their 
backing in a questionnaire 
distributed around homes. 

People were given the 
choice of the Maes Alwyn 
site or a larger public open 
space in the Long Croft loop, 
and were also asked to com¬ 
ment on what equipment 
they would like included.

Postmistress Audrey is at 
the heart of the community 


WHEN people drop in at the post office in Llanwddyn on the shores 
of Lake Vyrnwy, there’s a good chance they will find themselves shar¬ 
ing a cup of tea with postmistress Audrey Jones. 

Mrs Jones is a familiar friendly face at the branch, which has been based in 
the community centre at the heart of the village ever since she took on the role 
20 years ago. She will often chat with customers over a brew about life in the 


village. 

Nowadays the branch opens two days a 
week on Mondays and Thursdays. But it 
continues to attract a steady stream of cus¬ 
tomers and remains a vital part of commu¬ 
nity life. 

Now Mrs Jones has been rewarded by 
Post Office bosses with a long service 
award. She has received a paperweight, a 
pin brooch and a shopping voucher in 
recognition of her efforts. 

It is some achievement for a woman who 
only took on the role as a stop gap to make 
sure the post office didn’t close when its 
former building was sold. 

Instead it became one of the first post 
offices in Wales to be set up in a commu¬ 
nity building. 

Housed 

Mrs Jones said: “It was in 1991 that the 
building that housed the post office was 
sold and the new owners didn’t want to 
keep it open. 

“Because I had been doing some hours 
in the post office I agree to take the posi¬ 
tion over as a stop gap until someone else 
could be found - I am still here.” 

The Post Office brought in what they 
called a “Tardis” - a purpose built and 
secure, mini office that was installed in 
Llanwddyn Community Centre. 

“Then the doctors’ surgery moved out of 
the community centre and the Post Office 
took that over.

“I was widowed when the children were 
five and six years old and so taking on the 
role meant that we could stay in the vil¬ 
lage and the children could continue going 
to the village school while I could work 
locally,” she said. 

“There is always tea and coffee on the 
go and people come along and will always 
meet someone to chat to.” 

Mrs Jones is involved in a number of 
community organisations. 

She helps to write and produce the reg¬ 
ular Llanwddyn newsletter and also 
organises village trips such as those to 
Llandudno in the summer. 

Each September she helps at the Lake 
Vrynwy Half Marathon and last week 
organised not one but two Macmillan cof¬ 
fee mornings at the post office.

WHEN cancer sufferer 
Robert Bridges was told his 
latest chemotherapy would 
make his hair fall out he 
decided to have it all shaved 
off before the inevitable hap¬ 
pened. 

And he thought that 
doing so while visiting his 18 
month old daughter Layla 
and partner Gaynor in 
Oswestry would mean the 
little girl would not be 
scared of her “new look” 
dad. 

After two barbers in the 
town said they couldn’t 
shave his head Mr Bridges, 
from Hereford, was down¬ 
hearted. 

But staff at Cappelli’s hair 
studio in Leg Street were 
different. “I explained what 
Robert was going through 
and they said that, although 
they couldn’t shave his head 
they would cut it as close as 
they could,” said Gaynor. 

Mr Bridges, 46, said Layla 
was with him while he had 
his hair cut. 

“I went in, sat in the chair 
and as most people do had a 
conversation, as he was 
shaving my head as low as 
he could - not able to shave 
with a blade for health and 
safety reasons, and so used 
clippers. This was low 
enough for me to use a razor 
when I got home. 

“As I got up and was ready 
to pay, he very kindly told 
me there was no charge. 

“They restored my faith 
in the people in Oswestry.” 


PLANNING chiefs say a 
resubmitted application to 
build 10 homes in a Shrop¬ 
shire village will be “care¬ 
fully considered on its 
merits” after developers 
accused them of overstating 
public opposition to a previ¬ 
ous application.

A planning statement in 
support of the bid criticised 
the content of the council’s 
report on the first applica¬ 
tion, claiming it had “grossly 
overstated the level of com¬ 
munity opposition”. 

Ian Kilby, council plan¬ 
ning services manager, said: 
“As with any planning appli¬ 
cation, this application will 
be carefully considered on 
its merits, taking into 
account responses received 
during the statutory consul¬ 
tation period, and in line 
with national and local plan¬ 
ning policy.” 

The applicant’s planning 
statement also claimed that 
the council had given no 
regard to views collected 
from Morda villagers for the 
2006 Oswestry Rural Parish 
Plan, which showed a desire 
for more affordable housing.

One was to lay the foundation stone of 
the “Cripples’ Village Settlement”; sec¬ 
ondly, officially to open the Derwen Crip¬ 
ples Training College; and lastly to lay 
the foundation stone of the new Harley 
Street private wards at the Shropshire 
Orthopaedic Hospital which was, it was 
said at the time, the first step towards 
the complete rebuilding of the hospital. 

In her speech, Dame Agnes Hunt said 
it was the proudest day in the annals of 
the college. The college, she said, had 
started four years previously with two 
huts lent by the Orthopaedic Hospital. 

It was a very humble beginning, for as 
usual money was scarce, but before a 
year was out there were 30 students, 
with 100 more awaiting admission.

Everybody is interested in 
seeing the rarest animals 


AS a wildlife artist, I’m drawn to rarity. 
Rare animals are often the ones 
everyone wants to see, whether that 
be on a safari or hanging in paint- 
form on their wall. 

The added privilege of being able to sell those 
paintings, enables me on occasion to donate vari¬ 
ous funds to aid in the conservation of species 
around the world. 

One of my favourite species to paint, as regular 
readers to this column will know, is the tiger. Their 
charisma, elegance, power and beauty are things 
that I can usually only dream of capturing on can¬ 
vas... and yet I do try! But fear not, this is not 
another column on tigers. 

Other rare animal subjects for me in my studio 
may include panthers and ocelots, snow leopards 
and cheetahs but moving away from cats, the next 
favourite of the general public and myself, is the 
wolf. Wolves have been persecuted to extinction in 
much of their global range but a few hang on in 
Europe and North America. 

Lucky 

Indeed I was lucky enough to be at the release 
of the Yellowstone wolves, all those years ago. But 
no, this is not a column about wolves either. 

We can see our own rare species here in Shrop¬ 
shire and moreover they can turn up in the most 
unlikely of places. I would like to introduce you to 
Philanthus triangulum for it is he who brings 
together tigers, wolves and ‘rarity’. 

Philanthus triangulum thankfully has a com¬ 
mon name; the European beewolf. Combining the 
stripes of a tiger with the voracity and cunning of 
a wolf, this remarkable insect has made its home 
in a quarry in Shrewsbury; the Tarmac quarry 
near Bayston Hill to be precise. But what is it? 

Well you’ll have to get down on your hands and 
knees to see it but don’t let that put you off. Phil¬ 
anthus is a solitary wasp and as its name suggests, 
it hunts bees. 

Although the adults of the species are herbi¬ 
vores and feed mainly on nectar and pollen, it is

really only from the behaviour of the insemi¬ 
nated females from which the species gets its 
name. These individuals hunt western honey 
bees; but why? 

The adult females dig tunnels in the ground 
for nesting, while the territorial males mark 
twigs and other objects with pheromones to 
claim the tunnel area territory from compet¬ 
ing males. The tunnels, which may extend to 
over a metre below ground, have several off- 
shooting branches which each lead to a nest 
chamber. This subterranean construction 
complete, the female turns into a ‘wolf, hunt¬ 
ing down and stinging honey bees. 

However she does not sting to kill, only to 
paralyse. The bee may try and sting back, but 
the beewolf holds her prey in such a way that 
the bee’s own stinger can only reach her most 
armoured plates. She brings the now-uncon¬ 
scious bee back to her tunnel entrance and 
goes in. Picking a chamber she branches off 
and rests the bee down inside. Here she lays 
an egg - and you can guess the rest. The still 
not dead bee is fresh meat for the wasp’s lar¬ 
vae. 

Considered as a rare find in Britain until 
recently, cases such as this just go to show 
that, in my opinion, you don’t need exotic big 
cats or packs of north American wolves in 
pristine wilderness to feel blessed at witness¬ 
ing a rare species; you can achieve just the 
same thing in a Shropshire quarry...the for¬ 
mer do tend to make better paintings though!

Blind dog 
rescuers 
are given 
£500 gift 

A SMALL charity that cares 
for blind dogs has welcomed 
an award of £500 to help 
find adoptive homes for its 
rescue dogs. 

Blind Dog Rescue UK, 
which is based in Oswestry, 
was given the funding by the 
BT People Awards, which 
rewards local community 
groups, charities and organ¬ 
isations where BT employ¬ 
ees volunteer their time. 

Catherine Morton, a con¬ 
tracts administrator for BT 
iNet, who applied for the 
award on behalf of the 
group, said: “We rescue and 
rehome blind and partially 
sighted dogs from Europe 
where they have very little 
chance of ever leaving the 
street or shelter. We cover 
the cost of transport, pass¬ 
ports and eye operations, as 
well as supporting rescues in 
Romania with food and vet¬ 
erinary bills.” 

Blind Dog Rescue UK is 
one of hundreds of groups 
who applied for an award 
during this round of the 
scheme and impressed 
judges with how they would 
use their grant to make a 
difference to their group and 
benefit the local community. 

The group plans to use its 
£500 to help transport dogs 
to adoptive homes. Cather¬ 
ine said: “I have been 
involved in Blind Dog Res¬ 
cue UK for nearly two years 
now. We are always low on 
resources and funding is 
hard to come by.”

Riding high with Nissan’s 
stylish crossover supermini 



IF YOU have had your head turned 
on the roads of Shropshire and Mid 
Wales recently it may have been me 
flashing by at the wheel of Nissan’s 
new Juke Nismo. 

For Nissan recently introduced this com¬ 
pletely new performance car to the UK from 
the company’s new motorsport arm and it 
really is a hot hatch to catch your eye. 

So why does this Nissan stand out from the 
crowd? Extended bumpers and side sills distin¬ 
guish the car, while LED running lights flank an 
enlarged front air dam for a stunning appear¬ 
ance. 

And when you top the gleaming white test car 
with red door mirror caps and red pinstripe body 
trim you have a car that just wants to be seen. 



Crossover 

Raised ride height and esoteric styling mean 
the Juke Nismo is a crossover supermini. It has 
stiffer springs and dampers than a standard 
Juke, as well as 18-inch alloys and a revised 
steering set-up. 

The Juke is powered by Nissan’s 1.6-litre DIG- 
T four-cylinder turbocharged petrol engine yet 
C02 levels are no higher than a regular 1.6-litre 
DIG-T at 159g/km 

Power went to the front wheels in the six- 
speed manual version on test. There’s also a

four-wheel-drive version that runs a stepped 
and continuously variable transmission. 

I was taken by the funky Juke when it first 
appeared on UK roads, particularly with the 
cockpit, so I’m pleased to report nothing has 
been lost on this model. 

There’s still a distinctive feel with darker trim 
and a quality you would expect in a higher mar¬ 
ket vehicle. 

This Juke comes complete with Nissan’s 


Dynamic Control System which allows you to 
tweak throttle response and steering effort lev¬ 
els at the press of a button. 

Passenger 

You wouldn’t want to travel far as a cramped 
rear seat passenger but up front the driving 
position is high and visibility really good. 

And it’s not just looks with this Juke. There’s 
atop speed of 134mph and 0-62mph in 7.8sec¬ 


onds, yet you should still achieve in excess of 
40mpg on the combined cycle. 

But while you get performance and looks the 
Juke probably falls a bit behind when it comes 
to handling. There was corner roll on my test 
and a bit of scrabbling for grip too. 

The price might put you off a bit too: For the 
£700 cost of Nismo storm while metallic paint 
pushed the on-the-road price of the test car up 
to £21,095.
